Thoroughbred yearlings. The sales begin 
on Monday.

One sales session will 
be held daily. beginning at 1:30 p.m. 
About 80 yearlings will be sold at each 
session. 

The 382 head listed for the 1952 auctions 
is the smallest number offered at Keene- 
land in some time. though the trend in 
recent vears has been toward increasingly 
rigid selection. with a few more than 400 
yearlings being accepted for final cata- 
loguing. Principal reason for the compar- 
atively small listing this year is the late 
decision of Walter J. Salmon’s Mereworth 
Farm to revise its business policy and nos 
offer any yearlings at the Keeneland Sum- 
mer Sales. As a rule. Mereworth had been 
selling between 40 and 50 yearlings at 
the summer auctions. 

Approximately 750 yearlings had been 
tentatively consigned. The selection pro- 
cedure. based on breeding and conforma- 
tion. eliminated more than 350 of them.

A total of 96 
consignors will be represented. The offer- 
ings include 222 colts and 160 fillies. 
Catalogues will be ready for distribution 
about July 1. 

Mereworth Farm’s decision not to con- 
sign to the Keeneland auction was made 
known to the directors of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company last week. The withdrawal 
of this consignment. shortly before the 
June 1 deadline, enabled the sales company 
to accept some other yearlings which were 
offered for consideration immediately after 


it became known that Mereworth would 
not sell at Lexington. William S. Evans. 
general manager of the sales company. 
emphasized that yearlings accepted under 
these circumstances did not include any 
that had been rejected previously. 


It is understood that Mereworth plans 
to dispose of its 1952 yearling crop 
through a leasing arrangement with pri- 
vate individuals. The yearlings will be 
raced under an optional purchase plan. 
Mr. Salmon continues as a director of the 
Breeders’ Sales Company. Any Mereworth 
yearlings which may be sold by auction 
later in the year will be offered under 
Breeders’ Sales auspices. it was announced.

The Confessions of Mr. Clay; 
Mr. Campbell’s Recollections 


New YorK 

One standard dramatic device is to rep- 
resent a man behaving himself under 
dificult circumstances, such as Joseph in 
the house of Potiphar, though my own ad- 
miration for this has always been subject 
to control. Another is to represent a man 
who has been behaving himself inhumanly 
well break down and let go, like the min- 
ister in “Rain.” 

The minister now has company, under 
rather different circumstances, in Everett 
Clay. publicity director for Hialeah Park. 
Mr. Clay, according to a recent publicity 
release. has been sitting in Miami wearing 
a muzzle, “in order that California might 
make the most of Hill Gail’s Kentucky 
Derby victory.” 

However, temptation grew too strong 
for him. and a simple reverence for facts 
has forced him to point out that the first 
five horses to finish in the Preakness 
raced at Hialeah during the winter. With 
his wall of reserve broken, it flooded out 
that this was the seventh Preakness in 
the last 11 years for a Florida develop- 
ment. After that it came out in a rush, 
The first four horses behind Hill Gail in 
the Derby were Hialeah horses. So was 
Charlie McAdam. winner of the Swift, 
and Master Fiddle. winner of the Wood. 
So was Armageddon, which won the With- 
ers and last Saturday’s Peter Pan Handi- 
cap. So was Spartan Valor, best of the 
season’s handicappers thus far, and Alert- 
ed. winner of two stakes. Then there was 
mention of Three Rings and Seaward and 
Fort Salonga and Countess Jane and 
Woodchuck. Once started. Mr. Clay blurt- 
ed it all out. It must have been painful 
for him, but he confessed everything. 

However. a curious point of this is that 
it is correct. Last winter various racing 
writers. including this one. confided to 
each other that Santa Anita had got all 
the best horses. and that Hialeah was run- 
ning on what remained. It now seems fairly 
obvious that we didn’t know what we were 
talking about. a circumstance which does 
not come as a blinding surprise. 

This is not. of course. a 100 per cent 
capitulation. because some of the over- 
night races at Hialeah were not good to 
look upon. But the fact remains that most 
of the horses which have taken the big 
stakes in the East up to here were Hialeah 
deve'opments. This department is growing 
somewhat hardened. Last year it watched 


Count Turf at Hialeah and said, “Poof!” 
So did Count Turf later, but he said it 
leaving the quarter-pole at Churchill 
Downs. For my money, he has said it 
again. in a different tone of voice. 

Anyway. it was nice to see Mr. Clay 
give under the pressure, and not conceal 
information from the public, even for 
Cezlifornia’s sake. 


CAMPBELLIANA. A man_ equipped 
with a tape recorder and Mr. John B. 
Campbell could. without any real effort, 
write the history of racing as it has never 
been written. He came past the table at 
Belmont last week. and just in the process 
of saying hello dropped a_ couple of 
minor gems. 

One was about Wayne Joplin who came 
to a meeting (purses $150 to the winner) 
with a couple of fair horses and $1.50. 
“He borrowed $20 from me.” said Mr. 
Campbell. “and when the meeting was 
over he bad about $200.000. It did him 
no good. of course. because the only use 
he could see for money was to bet it on 
horses. If he had $9,950 he'd hustle around 
and borrow $50 from somebody to make 
his bet an even $10.000.” 

The other concerned a meeting which 
was not going very well. A man came 
bustling into the president’s office with 
news. 

“There's a fellow outside the gate selling 
day tickets.” he said breathlessly. “Ought 
to have him arrested, shouldn’t 1?” 

The president considered the point brief- 
ly. “Better put him on the payroll,” he 
said. “We can't give them away.” 


FILM. The New York Racing Associa- 
tions have collaborated in the production 
of a 26-minute motion picture. titled “A 
Racine Heritage.” which was released last 
week. The advice here. to any group in- 
terested in racing. is to get it and look at 
it. Before I forget. you get it from Asso- 
ciated Films. 35 West 45th Street. New 
York. N. Y. It's 16 mm. and it’s in color, 
and you get it free. 

To give you an idea. it was shown to 
Belmont Park a. little 
earlier. and three of the riders ordered 
nrints (at about $300 each) for their own 
use. One of them. who has been riding for 
about 16 years. remarked. “There were 
things about racing in that picture that 
didn’t know.” 

Except for the feminine role. and for 


the jockeys at 
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one shot at the start. the acting is done 
entirely by men whose names you know 
from the racing charts and the racing 
stories—Max Hirsch, Preston Burch, 
Randy Parrish. Eddie Arcaro, Marshall 
Cassidy. and various others—and the amaz- 
ing thing is that it’s good. Normally, you’d 
think. people would either tighten up be- 
fore a camera. or they'd try to mug into 
it. depending on disposition. In this case 
they don’t: they're as natural as rain at 
a picnic. James Roach, of the New York 
Times, does the narration, and because 
he knows what he’s talking about, he man- 
aged to get several grains of corn out of 
the original script. 

This is fundamentally a story of how 
racing is run at the New York tracks, 
except for a scene in which A. B. Hancock 
Jr. plays the part of A. B. Hancock Jr. 
at Claiborne. and except for a minor bob- 
ble or two. it is exactly the way racing ts 
run at the New York tracks. You'd better 
look. 


FOOTING. When you read that the Bel- 
mont strip is “sloppy” or “slow.” you'd as 
well forget it for handicapping purposes. 
Before last Saturday’s program there had 
been a really hard rain, and water was 
standing on the track, so the designation 
“sloppy” was correct enough. but a 2-year- 
old steamed down the Widener chute and 
missed the world record for 41% furlongs 
by four-fifths of a second. and Armaged- 
don missed the track record for nine fur- 
longs by the same margin. A horse can 
always get a grip on the track at Belmont, 
and unless he is touchy about having wet 
sand thrown in his face. he can run as well 
over a wet strip as a dry one. Quite pos- 
sibly this isn’t true for every horse that’s 
ever been in the world, but it’s true enough 
to go for most of them. 

Incidentally. Armageddon has won five 
races in his life. and four of them have 
been at Belmont, including all three of 
his stakes. The other was a maiden race 
at Jamaica. around a big turn which is 
net much unlike Belmont’s sweeping turns. 
And since the mile and mile-and-a-furlong 
races at Belmont are run from a chute, 
he’s never yet won a race around two 
turns. In the Belmont he has the same 
course, but two turns. 


PROFIT 


In its 17th annual report, the West Vir- 
ginia Racing Commission shows that the 
State received $1,155,126 from racing in 
1951. Of this amount $362,744 came from 
three meetings totaling 49 days of racing 
at Charles Town, $396,950 from the 61-day 
fall meeting at Wheeling Downs, and 
$395.430 from 62 days of racing at two 
Waterford Park meetings. A net sum of 
$1.110.503 was put into West Virginia’s 
general fund after the commission’s ex- 
penses of $44,622 had been paid. 
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During some time spent at Belmont Park 
recently I frequently encountered Harry 
Silbert. a jockey agent who manages the 
affairs of Willie Shoemaker, one of the 
current leading riders. Jockey agents as a 
class have interested me. but in the cloister 
of Tue BLoop-Horskr we seldom see them 
in the flesh. In people who have to do 
business with them they usually incite 
other emotions than dispassionate interest; 
often they provoke high outrage and pur- 
ple indignation, for some agents are re- 
puted to have no more scruples than a 
fox in a quail hatchery. They customarily 
receive a fee of something like $4 for 
scuffing up a mount for their jockey, who 
gets $35 a ride. and $7 for getting him 
aboard a winner, which pays a jockey 
$50. The prospect of the extra $3 some- 
times leads an agent to make a late change 
in mounts for his boy. putting him on a 
racer that seems to have a better chance. 
without bothering to notify the trainer of 
the other horse that he is being left with- 
out a pilot. Racing officials frown on this. 
but jockey agents frequently interpret the 
rules more liberally. 

Harry Silbert. though. earnestly repre- 
sents himself as being above that sort of 
thing: anyway. an agent handling Shoe- 
maker's engagement book can get pretty 
live mounts to start with. In any case, I 
soon learned that Mr. Silbert has a conver- 
sational charm that makes him quite a man 
in his own right. apart from his connection 
with the skillful Shoemaker. He is a master 
of the synchromatic or self-shifting pro- 
noun, slipping from “I” to “we” with such 
facility that an unpracticed listener is 
never sure whom he is talking about. 

I used to see Silbert. and sometimes 
Shoemaker. each morning at Brookmeade 
Stable’s quarters at Belmont Park. Brook- 
meade had first call on Shoemaker’s serv- 
ices during the Jamaica spring meeting. 
and Silbert would check with Trainer 
Preston Burch each morning to find out 
if the jockey would be needed to ride any 
of the stable’s horses that afternoon. My 
first experience with the interchangeable 
“IT” came when I asked Silbert how Shoe- 
maker was getting along in his profession. 
“Fine.” he told me. “I ride four horses 
today. including the favorite in the third. 
and I’m on three so far tomorrow. If noth- 
ing don’t happen, we lead the riders at this 
meeting.” This required a double take, be- 
cause Shoemaker weighs a bit under 100 
pounds and Silbert only a trifle under 
200. Then I realized that Silbert shifted 
pronouns without using the clutch. 

I talked with Silbert frequently after 
that. “How’s Willie doing?” I might ask. 
“I'm just riding three today.” he would 
reply. “on account of he’s got a cold. We

usually try to ride six or seven horses a 
day. but not necessarily. | won't ride a 
race if I can’t get a good mount.” 

The Silbert-Shoemaker alliance has been 
in business for about three years. Silbert. 
a native of Brooklyn, got started in racing 
in about 1935, from hanging around the 
New York tracks. Shoemaker got started in 
1949. from attracting the notice of some- 
one who thought. correctly. that he might 
make a jockey. Shoemaker rode his first 
winner at Golden Gate Fields in April. 
1949. and Silbert has been his agent prac- 
tically from the beginning. 

“We ride 388 winners in 1950.” Silbert 
recounted, “and last year I ride more than 
250. One day I ride five winners out of 
nine mounts and the next day I ride six 
out of eight. Last year we are voted the 
leading rider of the year by the New York 
turf writers. and he is also the leading 
money-winning rider. I ride Great Circle 
in the Maturity and win $144,325.” Shoe- 
maker didn’t actually get the $144,325. of 
course. but he undoubtedly got the custom- 
ary 10 per cent that goes to the rider of 


a stakes winner. Silbert’s arrangement 


calls for him to get 20 per cent of Shoe-

maker’s earnings in big races. plus the 
usual $4 and $7. Silbert told me that Shoe- 
maker had earned between $140.000 and 
$150.600 last year. which is at least cigar 
money for a 20-year-old boy. About 70 
per cent of the jockey’s net earnings go 
into a trust fund, Silbert related proudly, 
“He won't end up broke.” There is no 
written contract between them, just an 
oral understanding. “We are like father 
and son.” Silbert remarked one day. “Until 
he got married we lived together. It’s still 
like that. His wife calls me Uncle Harry.” 


Through one of the misunderstandings 
that seem not uncommon around race 
tracks. Shoemaker found himself pledged 
to ride the Starmount Stable’s Primate in 
his engagements this spring, before Pres- 
ton Burch had made a decision as to 
whether any of the Brookmeade 3-year-olds 
would compete in the classics. “I think 
[ll ride Primate in the Derby.” Silbert 
said one morning. “We took money from 
Primate after he finished second to Tom 
Fool in the Futurity. There’s nothing we 
can do about it now.” 

Once | asked Silbert the secret of Shoe- 
maker's aside. of from 
having a smart agent. “He sits still and 
acts cool. He’s a great come-from-behind 
rider. but I can ride on the front end. too. 
When we come out of a race. the trainer’s 


success, course, 
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) still got a horse. I ride 48 winners in one 
meeting for R. H. McDaniel. We always 
pring his horses back in good shape and 
he can run “em again.” 

But even a jockey whose services are 
in heavy demand sometimes gets the run- 
around. “This fellow.” Silbert) remarked 
indignantly one day about a certain trainer. 
“drops me in favor of a bug boy to save 
some weight.” Then he brightened. “But 
we ride another horse in the race and beat 
him a neck.” 

After leaving Belmont Park. | didn’t 
see Silbert until Derby Day at 
Churchill Primate wasn’t in the 
Derby. and neither was the Brookmeade 
Stable represented. but the agent had 
scratched up the mount on Count Flame. 
“We're on our way West.” Silbert told me 
in the paddock. “Just stopped off for the 
Derby. I'm riding three horses today.” 

I was surprised to learn that they were 
leaving the East. having been under the 
impression that they would stay in New 
York for the summer. “No. we're going 
to Hollywood Park. I wanted Willie to ride 
in New York again this spring. just like 
a fighter ain't a fighter until he gets to 
Madison Square Garden. By the way. I 
ride 26 winners at Jamaica and lead the 
list. That ain’t bad. I don’t ride at Belmont 
Park because I know I am leaving for Cal- 
ifornia and don’t want to take some mounts 
at Belmont and then leave the place. They 
might think we didn’t like it.”

The home-bred Tahitian King won the colt divi- 
sion of Belmont Park’s National Stallion Stakes 
to put his record at three wins from three starts. 
It was the second win in that event for owner Ben 
F. Whitaker, who won with My Request in 1947 
before the stakes was divided into separate sections 
for colts and fillies. Tahitian King’s victory was 
the third consecutive win in that division for Jockey 
Eddie Arcaro, who won with Hal Price Headley’s 
Volt in 1950 and Marlboro Stud Farm’s Jet Master 
inl1951: he won with Calumet Farm’s Some Chance 
in 1941. and won the filly division with Walter M. 
Jeffords’ Green Baize in 1948. 

After racing in the middle of the field of five for 
the first three furlongs, Tahitian King made his 
move with Romantic Roman, and outfinished him by 
a half length. King Pin, which tired and drifted 
out in the last furlong, finished 3% lengths behind 
Romantic Roman. At 117 pounds, Tahitian King 
carried five pounds less than the other starters be- 
cause his sire, Polynesian, had had no winners before 


December 1, 1950 (his first crop raced the next 
year). 
Tahitian King was foaled April 18, 1950, at 


Charles Nuckols and Sons’ Hurstland Farm, Mid- 
way. Ky.. where his dam, Carolyn A., was boarded 
by Mr. Whitaker. Carolyn A., bred and raced by 
Mr. Whitaker, won eight races and $140,615, in- 
cluding the Louisiana Derby, the Demoiselle Stakes, 
the Firenze, the Correction, and the Diana Handi- 
caps. A month after foaling Tahitian King, Caro- 
lyn A. was killed in a breeding paddock accident. 
Mr. Whitaker acquired Albania, Carolyn A.’s dam, 
in 1937, in the middle of her racing career. From 
Albania he bred the stakes winners Chief Barker 
and Carolyn A., five other winners, and Sugapud, 
the dam of My Request. 

Making his first start on May 8, 1952, at Belmont 
Park. Tahitian King won the 4% furlong race by 
1% lengths. A week later he won his other start 
previous to the National Stallion Stakes. Tahitian 
King is the third 1952 stakes winner sired by Poly- 
nesian, which is owned by Mrs. P. A. B. Widener 
II and stands at Ira Drymon’s Gallaher Farm, 
Lexington. Native Dancer and Tonga are his other 
stakes winners of 1952.

One of the consistent runners in the Greentree 
Stable during the last five seasons has been One 
Hitter, a home-bred son of Shut Out out of Bold 
Anna. a mare who is out of a half sister to Ariel. 
Besides consistency, he has earned the hallmark of 
durability: the Suburban Handicap was his 72nd 
start. It also was his 15th victory and 39th placing. 
A small horse, about 15 hands tall, he has never 
been one of the giants of his division, physically or 
otherwise. but on occasion he has slain giants. 
Twice in 1950 he beat *Noor, once in an overnight 


race and 


once in the Manhattan Handicap, and 
frequently he turns in a big race. 

In the Suburban he ran down Crafty Admiral, 
which had turned for home with a four or five 
length lead, and beat him a neck in 2:02. Crafty 
Admiral had eased along in front of the pack and 
at one time led by six lengths. Mameluke, which 
had raced in next-to-last place for more than half 
the distance. closed fast in the stretch but was a 
little more than two lengths behind the winner at 
the wire. Battlefield, the 3-2 favorite. finished 
seventh. It was the first time he had been out of 
the money during his racing career. 

One Hitter was foaled on March 27, 1946, at 
Greentree Farm (John Hay Whitney and Mrs. C. 
S. Payson), Lexington. As a 2-year-old he won two 
races from 17 starts and was weighted at 110 
pounds in the Experimental Free Handicap. The 
Experimental topweight that year was Blue Peter, 
126. with Mr. Busher (124) second and Capot 
(122) next in line. One Hitter has outlasted those 
three. His principal race at two was a third to 
Stone Age and Slam Bang in the Walden Stakes. 

As a 3-year-old of 1949 One Hitter won four 
races. but none of them were in stakes. He was 
just below stakes-winning stature. with seconds in 
the Yankee and Discovery Handicaps and in the 
Shevlin and Dwyer Stakes. In the Withers Stakes 
he was third. 

As a 4-year-old of 1950, One Hitter began to 
win the sort of race he had been running second 
and third in. He set a track record for the 1)5 
miles of the Questionnaire Handicap, and followed 
this with two wins over *Noor, one of them in the 
Manhattan Handicap. He also won the Pimlico 
Special. At five, in 1951, he won the Massachusetts 
and the Edgemere Handicaps and the Whitney 
Stakes. and was second in the New York and 
Manhattan Handicaps and the Wilson Stakes. 

One Hitter is the first stakes winner of 1952 for 
his sire, Shut Out, which is owned by the Green- 
tree Farm. He is from Shut Out's first crop of

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Annual Maryland 
Yearling Show 


The 18th annual yearling show of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association was 
held on May 15 at the Pimlico Race 
Course. Baltimore. Scarcity of labor to 
handle yearlings was indicated by the 
number of scratches. which reduced the 
entries from 84 to 52. one of the smallest 
showings in a number of years. 

The judge was Charles A. Kenney. of 
Springside Farm, Versailles, Ky. 

Grand champion of the show and win- 
ner of the class for colts sired elsewhere 
but bred in Maryland was Stuart S. Jan- 
ney’s Mainstay, by the Maryland Hunt 
Club winner Peterski out of Skysail, by 
*Donnacona. Reserve champion was A\l- 
fred G. Vanderbilt’s chestnut son of Dis- 
covery—Pansy. by *Sickle. which was de- 
clared winner of the class for colts sired 
and foaled in Maryland following the 
disqualification of L. S. MacPhail’s colt 
by Grand Slam—* Belle Equipe, by Casan- 
ova. which was found to be ineligible. Two 
daughters of Boxthorn. sired in Arizona 
but foaled in Maryland. were placed one- 
two in a class for Maryland foals produced 
by mares covered in another state. A Dis- 
covery filly from Mr. MacPhail’s Glen- 
angus Farms was judged best of the 
home-bred fillies. 

A crowd of 500 to 600 persons observed 
the judging, which was conducted on the 
club house lawn. Winners of trophies in 
the amateur judging contest were Mrs. 
Lyn Carroll of Bethesda. Md., and E. Tay- 
lor Chewning of Nutwell. Md. As owner of 
the championship yearling. Mr. Janney will 
hold the Henry L. Straus Memorial Chal- 
lenge Trophy for one year. In the get-of- 
sire class. Discovery was the winning stal- 
lion. as was the case in 1951. 

Through a misunderstanding. Mr. Ken- 
ney was an overnight guest at Mr. Mac- 
Phail’s farm prior to the show. Mr. Ken- 
ney had been under the impression that 
no MacPhail yearlings would be exhibited. 
After the show there was criticism on this 
score. One aftermath was Mr. MacPhail’s 
resignation as a director of the breeders’ 
association. Walter A. Edgar, president of 
the association. therefore made the follow- 
ing statement: “I have become aware of 
the fact that many persons interpreted Mr. 
MacPhail’s letter of resignation from the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association to 
imply that officers and members of the 
organization were critical of Mr. Charles

Keeneland Offers 
Aleibiades Stakes 


The $15.000-added Alcibiades Stakes 
for 2-year-old fillies will appear on the 
Keeneland program this fall for the first 
time. The race is intended as a companion 
feature to the Breeders’ Futurity. which is 
open to 2-year-old colts and geldings as 
well as fillies. Like the Futurity. the Al- 
cibiades will be at seven furlongs. 

The track has felt the need for a stakes 
for 2-vear-old fillies. it was explained by 
W. T. Bishop. Keeneland’s general man- 
ager, but it was not added to the program 
until the values of the other stakes had 
been increased to the level desired. The 
Breeders’ Futurity for 1952 will be for 
$25.000 added. The Alcibiades will be 
raced on October 18. a week before the 
Futurity. which will enable owners of fillies 
to start them in both stakes if desired. 


The Alcibiades Stakes was named for 
the very capable race mare and top pro- 
ducer owned by Hal Price Headley. one 
of the founders of Keeneland. Alcibiades, 
now in retirement at Mr. Headley’s Beau- 
mont Farm, Lexington, is a 25-year-old 
daughter of Supremus—* Regal Roman. by 
Roi Herode. She won stakes and is dam 
of the stakes winners Sparta. Menow, 
Lithe. and Salaminia. and of the winners 
Best Butter. Agathon. and Hipparette. All 
her foals are winners except her current 
2-year-old, a *Rico Monte filly named 
Last of All. 

The addition of the Alcibiades to the 
Keeneland roster brings the stakes pro- 
gram to seven races. Besides the Breed- 
ers Futurity and the Alcibiades the Lex. 
ington track offers the Phoenix and the 
Ben Ali Handicaps. the Blue Grass Stakes, 
the Ashland Stakes. and the Lafayette 
Stakes. Five are run during the 11-day 
spring meeting. the others during the 10- 
day fall meeting. Nominations to the Al- 
cibiades and the Breeders’ Futurity close 
on June 16.

Edgar Britt, the Australian 
jockey. drove Frieze to the front in the 
early furlongs. where she was followed by 
the Aga Khan’s Rose of Afghanistan, 
Arbele. and Zabara. Britt had only to 
shake up the leader to stand off the late 
challenges and win by an easy margin. 

Frieze was unbeaten in three starts as 
a 2-year-old, at distances of five, six, and 
seven furlongs. Her victories, however, 
were in minor races and she was not even 
included in the lower ranges of the Free 
Handicap. This year, still at Stockton in 
the north of England, she won her first 
start in the one-mile Rosebery Stakes. then 
moved south for the first time and finished 
fourth in the One Thousand Guineas at 
Newmarket. On the strength of her good 
showing in this race she was fairly well 
backed at 100 to 7 for the Oaks. 

The Oaks winner ran the mile and a 
half in 2:3545. going easily at the finish, 
as against Tulyar’s time of 2:3675 in his 
hard-won victory in the Derby two days 
earlier. Both races were run on a dry, 
hard course. 

Mr. Woodward’s filly. Moon Star, which 
finished third. had made her first start at 
Newmarket May 2, the day of the One 
Thousand Guineas. and finished second in 
the Denston Stakes at 144 miles. On May 
13. she won the nine-furlong Haverhill 
Stakes at Newmarket.

The breeding of Frieze is in’ strong 
contrast with that of the Derby winner 
Tulyar. whose close-up ancestry represents 
a solid sequence of high class in racing. 
Phideas (foaled 1934). though he is by 
Pharos out of a sister to Solario, had a 
moderate record as a sire and had got 
nothing approaching the rank of an Oaks 
winner. The dam and granddam of Frieze 
were small winners. but winners are rare 
in the tail-female line. and this branch 
of the No. 3 family had produced no 
horse of distinction in nearly 100 years. 

In following back on the female line the 
first important mare encountered is the 
tenth dam. the 1854 Oaks winner Mince- 
meat. half-sister to the Derby winner 
Kettledrum. Miss Brenda, the third dam, 
is by Righ Mor—Mount Brenda, by Op- 
pressor—Restella. by St. Brendan—Wa- 
couta. by Noble Chieftain—Talavera. by 
Alvarez—Westeria, by Sterling—Prema- 
ture. by King Tom—-Mincemeat.

OBITUARY 


Clement Hobson 


The French Thoroughbred breeder and 
writer Clement Hobson died recently at 
his home. the Chateau de Varaville in 
Calvados. at the age of 74. Under the pen 
name of Faraway he had been a corre- 
spondent for London’s Horse and Hound 
for many years. During the last war. when 
it wes extremely dificult to obtain racing 
information from occupied France. Mr. 
Hobson's letters to his good friend Dudley 
Gilroy in New Jersey were passed on to 
Tue Bioop-Horse and provided American 
readers with a guide te the best horses of 
the 1940-45 period. 

Founder of the Ciro restaurants in Paris, 
Deauville. Monte Carlo, and London, Mr. 
Hobson was a racing motorist as a young 
man, but his principal sporting interest 
for many. years was in Thoroughbred 
racing and breeding. He bred a number 
of good horses. and with the aid of a sec- 
retary. continued to write excellent re- 
ports of racing for years after he had 
lost his sight. 


Beckham W. Stivers 


Beckham W. Stivers. 51. died at Lex- 
ington on May 23 of a heart attack. His 
principal business activity was in tobacco 
warehousing. but he also had owned and 
trained Thoroughbreds and had bred a 
few. He was a son of the late Robert Lee 
Stivers. who was associated in racing with 
Dillard Hill and who owned the mare Wise 
Mess. after which he named a farm. One 
cf his uncles was the late Luther Stivers. 
who bred and raced Standardbreds and 
Thoroughbreds. one of which was the run- 
ner Uncle Luther. 


DEATH OF HILL GAIL’S DAM 


Jane Gail. dam of the 1952 Kentucky 
Derby winner Hail Gail. died at Calumet 
Farm. Lexington. on May 30. Examination 
revealed that death was caused by a twist- 
ed intestine—one of the natural hazards to 
the life of a horse. 

Foaled in 1945 at Calumet, by *Blen- 
heim Il out of the stakes winner Lady 
Higloss. by Ladkin, Jane Gail ran eight 
times at two and three. won four of her 
races. and earned $7.475. Her first foal 
was Hill Gail. currently inactive because 
of an injury but still the year’s No. 1 
3-year-old. The second was the *Alibhai 
filly Jana. Barren in 1951. she had at side 
this year a full brother to Hill Gail and 
had been bred again to Bull Lea.

L. L. Huddleston’s Clay Wright. Three di- 
visions of the Texas Futurity were held 
on May 17: at 300 yards, two furlongs, 
and four furlongs. The three-day meeting, 
including the Futurity Trials on May 10, 
was sponsored by the Texas Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association. The results of the Derby 
and the Futurities:

Los ANGELES 


Back in 1949 George and Connie Ring 
were busy bidders at the Louis B. Mayer 
dispersal of 2-year-olds. Among the horses 
they bought that evening was a_ full 
brother to Solidarity named Conversion. 
They went to $42.000 for the bay son of 
* Alibhai—* Jerrybuilt. 

It took Conversion a long time to start 
paying back the Rings. He did not race 
either as a 2-year-old or a 3-year-old, and 
last year, as a 4-year-old, he ran one good 
race and then a great many bad ones. 
It looked like Conversion was going to 
be a financial dud until a 36-year-old Ne- 
braskan named Albert Foster came along 
as the trainer of the Ring stable. 

Last winter during the Santa Anita 
Park season, Mr. Foster succeeded the 
veteran George Mayberry quite unex- 
pectedly. Mr. Foster, it was supposed, was 
essentially a ranch man, not a trainer. He 
had spent two years as manager of the 
Rings’ ranch at Beaumont, and_ before 
that he had been chief assistant to Harry 
Hart at the former Louis B. Mayer ranch 
at Perris, Calif. Training was something 
a little new. in a way, to him, and it was 
generally accepted that he was taking over 
the stable temporarily until George and 
Connie Ring could find themselves a new 
man. Albert Foster had other ideas. 

He tackled his new job with a skill that 
produced immediate results. Having been 
on the farm, he was acquainted with the 
horses. He knew them all, in fact, since 
they were babies, and he felt he under- 
stood them. “If anything went wrong,” 
he says. “I galloped the horses and I could 
‘feel’ it.’ Whatever it was, the horses liked 
it. Under his training. almost every horse 
in the stable began showing immediate 
improvement, and even old Conversion, 
which had been regarded as pretty much 
of a cripple. began to get the winning idea. 
When Santa Anita closed, Conversion 
went to Golden Gate Fields along with the 
rest of the stable. and there he really got 
good. His last two races proved that 
Foster’s teaching was producing results. 
Conversion was third twice to Intent and 
Lights Up. beaten a length one time and 
three parts of a length in the other race, 
and he finished in front of such horses 
as Great Circle, *Miche, and Sturdy One. 
He was getting weight from everyone, but 
at that stage of his career he deserved it. 
With this climax to his Golden Gate 


Conversion & Albert Foster; 
Little Request’s New Record 


Fields campaign, Conversion to 
Hollywood Park, and 41,927 fans made 
him the favorite over Moonrush in the 
Golden State Breeders’ Handicap. Foster’s 
strategy was to move with Moonrush, and 
when the latter went into the far turn in a 
running mood. Conversion went right after 
him. Midway around the turn, however. 
Moonrush had enough and Conversion 
kept going to win the first stakes of his 
career. His own stablemate. Joystick, was 
second, giving the Rings a one-two victory 
in the first stakes they have won. I believe. 
since Fleet Rings captured the Lassie at 
Hollywood Park-at-Santa Anita in 1949, 


Because they are such wonderful folks, 
everyone has been rooting for the Rings 
to come up with a winning stable ever 
since they entered the sport. Actually, 
they have had an awful lot of bad luck. A 
great many of their higher-priced pur- 
chases were sad disappointments. and no 
one could have blamed them. I suppose. 
if they had suddenly decided it wasn’t 
worth it. But they never felt that way. They 
took the defeats and disappointments like 
good sports. and a little good luck seems 
headed their way now. Conversion’s start- 
ling reversal of form during the last few 
months seems to be catching on with 
every horse in the barn. 


FLYER. Joe Palmisano. an Arizona 
sportsman and businessman, was one of 
the westerners who invaded Keeneland last 
summer determined to come back home 
with a good horse. Mr. Palmisano spent 
close to $90,000. I believe it was, but he 
got at least one good horse. For $20.500 
he bought a chestnut colt by Requested— 
Little Wichita, which has been named 
Little Request. The colt made the second 
start of his career here the other after- 
noon, smashed the five-furlong track rec- 
ord by a full second. and came within one- 
fifth of a second of Encantadora’s world 
record of :57 flat. Little Request looks 
like hell be quite a runner. If Johnny 
Longden had had any idea at all he was 
so close to the world record. Little Request 
could have equalled or broken it. After 
opening up a comfortable lead, he appear- 
ed to be in hand all through the home- 
stretch. 


In his first start recently at Golden 
Gate Fields, Little Request tried to get 
off the race track after getting the lead. 
So when he came out the other afternoon, 


Trainer Ross Brinson had one of those 
run-out bits on the colt, very similar to 
the one worn by Intent. It did the trick 
perfectly. Little Request never had a no- 
tion of bolting. 

Little Request is a half brother to Little. 
town, which was a fast horse himself. 
Naturally he’s in all the 2-year-old stakes 
at Hollywood Park this summer, and right 
now I can’t think of a colt that can beat 
him. He would seem as much of a stand- 
out in the colt ranks as the brilliant Fleet 
Diver is in the filly ranks. She didn’t run 
as fast as Little Request, but she certainly 
made it look just as good. 


JOHNNY DANIELS. During the last 
couple of weeks, racing in these parts has 
lost two staunch friends in the passing 
of Johnny Daniels and Tom Simmons. 
They will be hard to replace. A man is 
known by his friends. and it would be 
dificult to find two men as universally 
well-liked as Johnny Daniels and Tom 
Simmons. 

I suppose-that Johnny Daniels had been 
around Thoroughbreds ever since he 
could walk. He was an exercise boy. then 
a jockey for the late Col. E. R. Bradley, 
then a trainer. and more recently he has 
been a clocker for Daily Racing Form. 
The thing you remember most about 
Johnny Daniels was his unfailing good 
humor and his ready wit. 

There was never a joke. a situation, or 
a remark for which Johnny Daniels did 
not have an answer, and it was always the 
right one. It was always an answer that 
would bring a laugh to everyone within 
earshot. and it was always the kind of 
an answer that would never hurt nor offend 
anyone. Johnny Daniels was not that sort 
of a person. 

Johnny Daniels had a natural gift for 
repartee. and he loved to tell again some 
story that originated on the race track 
long ago. When he thought he had hold 
of a particularly good thing. he would come 
charging into the press box. warning one 
and all at the top of his voice: “Better get 
down on so-and-so in the fourth, men. 
They're betting the blue grass farm on 
this one!” 

Johnny Daniels always quipped that the 
most dangerous man in the world was a 
horseplayer with $2 in his pocket. “Why. 
he might start a ten-horse parlay. put it 
over and wreck the economy of the whole 
country!” On cold afternoons at Santa 
Anita Park. his favorite expression was, 
“Chili is served in the lunchroom, men.” 
Sure enough. Fred Purner took the hint 
and every afternoon. when the weather 
was cold enough—and sometimes when it 
wasn’t. for that matter—steamin’ hot chili 
was served in the press box as a late after- 
noon snack, thanks to a few timely sug- 
gestions by Johnny Daniels. 

Last winter, shortly before Santa Anita 
opened, Johnny became critically ill. He 
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was rushed to the St. Luke Hospital, in 
Pasadena. one morning after suffering a 
heart attack. No one ever expected to see 
Johnny Daniels again. But he fooled every- 
one by pulling through. 

“There's a new favorite in this race 
now.” Daniels said. as he came home to 
complete his recovery. “Ive got 400 In- 
dians in South Dakota praying for me, and 
with that many people on my side I just 
couldn’t lose.” 

Then the story came out how for years 
Mrs. Daniels’ father had sent weekly con- 
tributions to St. Paul’s Indian Mission. 
run by the Rev. Gualbert Brunsman. 
0.S.B.. in Marty. S. D. When his father- 
in-law died, Johnny took over the task of 
helping take care of these Indian children. 
Every time one of Johnny’s friends won a 
race. Daniels asked him for a “cut” for 
the little Indian Mission. Some came 
through with as much as $100. 

Johnny Daniels was getting ready to 
return to work at Hollywood Park when 
he was called away. It was just a few 
days before the season started. and he 
thought he would drop by the track to 
give a stopwatch. which he prized highly. 
to a friend. But he felt tired. and thought 
he might lie down first and rest a bit. In 
a few moments he was dead. 

There are 400 little Indian children in 
South Dakota who will miss Johnny Dan- 
iels and his help very much. And there 
are a lot of grown men and women in 
Southern California. I know, who will 
never forget him. 


THOMAS SIMMONS. I suppose that 
Thomas W. Simmons was as much respon- 
sible for the success of Hollywood Park 
as any man you could name. Back in the 
days before the track was built, Simmons 
led the fight that resulted in the reorgan- 
ization of the board of directors. And 
then. in 1949, when Hollywood Park virtu- 
ally burned to the ground. Tom Simmons 
again led the way in the rebuilding of the 
track. which became more beautiful than 
ever. 

He had unbounded faith in the judg- 
ment and wisdom of Jack Mackenzie, 
Hollywood Park’s vice president and gen- 
eral manager. and backed him in every 
undertaking. Together they made a great 
team. 

Mr. Simmons was successful in a_va- 
riety of business enterprises. but his hobby 
was Thoroughbreds. ‘He maintained the 
400-acre Suzy-Q Ranch, in the rolling hills 
of Puente. near Los Angeles, and owned, 
in partnership with John deBlois Wack. 
of Santa Barbara. the finely bred stallion 
Free America. Only a few days before his 
death his colors were carried to victory 
by the 3-year-old filly Bellali, by *Alibhai 
—*Bel Amour “IIL. hence a full sister to 
Cover Up.

Mr, 
Simmons. after warming up in the bullpen, 
as it were, for several days. rushed into 
the winner’s circle to present the veteran 
jockey with a silver tea tray and a garland 
of roses. That evening he was one of the 
speakers at Hollywood Park’s annual din- 
er for members of the press. radio, and 
television. and he stepped to the mike 
briefly to welcome the more than 200 
guests to the track. 

Death came a few days later and. as 
in the case of Johnny Daniels. it came 
swiftly. Theyre both probably riding 
around on some cloud. just waiting to see 
if there are any good 2-year-olds coming 
up in tomorrow’s entries.

Wojtas contended, in his defense, that the 
horse. named Amator., was not in good 
condition. The prosecution produced 18 
witnesses who testified that they watched 
the race through binoculars and saw the 
rider forcibly restrain his mount and pre- 
vent him from running at his best speed.

Maryland’s Ophthalmia Rule 
(From Philip Godfrey, Forest Hills, N. Y.) 


I note that the Maryland Racing Com- 
mission has promulgated a rule which, in 
short, states that an owner or trainer 
who knowingly starts a horse which is 
aflected with periodic ophthalmia, com- 
monly known as moon-blindness, is sub- 
ject to be barred from racing for ten 
years plus which the culprit may be fined 
up to $1,000. This punishment is more 
severe than that imposed by some states 
for rape and involuntary manslaughter. 

I would imagine that the justification 
for the ruling is the argument that jockeys 
may be endangered by riding such horses 
or that the horses may not race to form. 
I do not believe there is any justification 
in coming to such an assumption. In any 
case, a rule of this nature, carrying the 
severe penalties that it does, should be 
a national rule rather than promulgated 


by a racing commission of a particular 
state. in this case Maryland. whose rac- 
ing commission in the past has made 
some weird rulings. 

To come back to the recent ruling re- 
garding periodic ophthalmia, it is pretty 
well conceded that this is a progressive 
disease. I have had three 2-year-olds 
afflicted with this among the great num- 
ber of young stock I have brought to the 
races. There is no harm whatsoever in 
permitting a young horse to race in be- 
tween periods of moon blindness. Last 
year I won three races with a 2-year-old, 
No Profit. This horse was claimed from 
me and won two races after that. All of 
these races were won at major tracks 
and certainly testify to the fact that a 
horse with this affliction can do as well 
as any other horse provided some com- 
mon sense is used by the trainer. 

With the others I have succeeded in 
winning two races immediately after we 
discovered the appearance of this eye 
trouble. As I remember it, I dropped the 
horses into'a cheap claiming race, they 
were favorites, they won, and everyone 
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was happy except the gentlemen who 
claimed the horses. These horses raced 
a few more times and then disappeared 
from the scene. . 

It seems to me that the Maryland Com- 
mission is trying to substitute their edict 
for the functions of the State veterinarian 
whose duty it is to examine the horses 
either the day of the race or at the time 
they are brought to the paddock. 

If racing commissions had to pay the 
expenses attendent to owning and train- 
ing horses they would not be so prone to 
come out with some of the ridiculous 
rulings they make. 


| EDITOR’S NOTE: The rule Mr. God- 
frey refers to has been modified, but not 
in the direction he would have it go. As 
originally written. the rule applied to “All 
horses subject to or afflicted by ... .” 
Later the commissioners probably realized 
that any horse is “subject to” periodic 
ophthalmia inasmuch as there is no known 
method of conferring immunity to it. The 
words “subject to” were deleted later on, 
but the penalties still stand.]

Mrs. Edna M. Veeneman’s Dean Cavy led his 
running mate, William H. Veeneman’s Happy 
Carrier, home by a length in Lincoln Field’s Joliet 
Stakes. Both members of the winning entry were bred 
by Mr. Veeneman; they earned $8,175 and $2,000, 
respectively. The race was No. 3 of five consecutive 
races won on May 17 by Jockey Johnny Adams. 

Mrs. E. E. D. Shaffer’s Fiddle, which was making 
his first start, ran wide while following the pace in 
the early part of the race, but went to the front 
as the closely-bunched field approached the stretch. 
The son of Roman, however, was unable to hold 
off challenges by the slow-starting Veeneman pair. 
Finishing three fourths of a length behind Happy 
Carrier, Fiddle was a length ahead of the fourth 
place Mighty Moment, which had run with the 
leaders from the start. Happy Carrier, winner of 
the first division of the Lafayette Stakes, shared 
the top weight of 125 pounds with Mighty Moment, 
carried three pounds more than Dean Cavy, and 
had eight pounds more than Fiddle. 

The Joliet was the third consecutive victory for 
Dean Cavy, which made his first start on January 
31 at Hialeah Park. The son of *Heliopolis won 
his maiden race on March 24 at Gulfstream Park, 
and followed it with a win at Keeneland on April 
19. His next start was in the Joliet. 

Dean Cavy raised the total of *Heliopolis-sired 
stakes winners to 26. Three 1952 stakes winners 
other than Dean Cavy—Greek Ship, Charlie Me-

Andy B. W. has come a long way from the 
Keeneland sales ring, where he was sold for $200 
as a yearling in the fall of 1949. Bred by John W. 
Greathouse at his farm near Midway, in central 
Kentucky, the son of Psychic Bid was sold in the 
consignment of W. Preston to Richard A. Martin for 
$200. He has done all his racing for the partnership 
of Leon Aarons and Benjamin Hokin. 


In the racing of 1950, when he was a 2-year- 
old, Andy B. W. won two races and $4,980. which 
was slightly better than twice the average earned 
per starter that year ($2,221). But that just about 
paid for his room and board, and it was not 
until 1951, at three, that he began to distinguish 
himself. His eight wins included the Illinois 
Owners Handicap, a restricted race, and his two 
seconds included a place in the Midwest Handicap. 
He ezrned $30,095 on the season. 

His first start of 1952 was in the Crete Inagural 
Handicap at Lincoln Fields-at-Hawthorne on May 
12, at six furlongs. He raced well for part of the 
distance but tired in heavy going and_ finished 
seventh. The Fleming Memorial was raced over

Biddy Jane was foaled May 20, 1950, at Charles 
W. Black’s Silver Lake Farm, Frankfort, Ky. At 
the 1951 Keeneland Fall Sales for yearlings she was 
sold from the Silver Lake Farm consignment to J. 
R. Collins, her present owner, for $1,700. Unplaced 
in her first start on March 3 at Hialeah Park, Biddy 
Jane won her second start two days later at Gulf- 
stream Park. After twice running second, she won a 
three-furlong race and equaled Gulfstream’s track 
record of :324%. Biddy Jane won one other race at 
Gulfstream before running second to Bubbley in 
Churchill Downs’ Debutante Stakes, her last start 
previous to the Rancocas Stakes at Garden State 
Park. 


Leaving the gate with the leaders in the Rancocas, 
Biddy Jane was rated behind the front-runners 
Wise Scholar and I Salute. In the last furlong she 
lugged in slightly and had to be taken out to pass 
I Salute, as Wise Scholar tired and dropped back. 
Cajole raced up alongside Biddy Jane near the fin- 
ish, but was beaten by a head. A head further back 
was the third-place I Salute. 

The first 1952 stakes winner for Psychic Bid, 
Biddy Jane brings his total to nine. Formerly at 
Silver Lake Farm, Psychic Bid now stands at Matt 
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Winn Williamson’s Old Westport Place, Anchorage, 
Ky. Melva Jane, a half sister to War Dog, produced 
her first foal, the winning Happy Me, in 1943. She 
has had no other offspring that lived to race until 
Biddy Jane was foaled in 1950.

longs, Tonga headed Princess Lygia at the wire to 
win the six-furlong Sea Breeze Stakes at Hollywood 
Park. At the longest odds on the board, Tonga 
paid $105.20 on a $2 ticket. Favored A Gleam 
displaced the early leader Danae as they entered 
the stretch, but could not withstand a drive by 
Princess Lygia, which was making her first start 
since last August. The fast-closing Tonga came 
on in the last furlong to win in 1:0936—just one- 
fifth of a second slower than the track record. 

Bred by Mr. and Mrs. John de Blois Wack, 
Tonga has -done all of her racing in the colors 
of their Yolo Stable. The daughter of Polynesian 
won three races and $19,025 from five starts as 
a 2-year-old of 1951. This included a win in the 
Del Mar Debutante Stakes, and resulted in her 
being weighted at 106 pounds on the Experiment. 
al Free Handicap. Tonga had made five starts 
at three previous to the Sea Breeze, but her 
best placings had been a pair of thirds. 

Tonga is the second 1952 stakes winner by 
Polynesian, sire of the Youthful Stakes winner, Na- 
tive Dancer, Polynesian, with his first foals racing 
in 1951, has a total of three stakes winners. Owned 
by Mrs. P. A. B. Widener II, Polynesian stands at 
Ira Drymon’s Gallaher Farm, Lexington.
